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* Bishops take anti-death penalty stance 


People need to think 
about moral issue 


SACRAMENTO — The California Catholic 
Conference, made up of California’s 26 bishops, Sept. 19 


- issued a statement voicing their opposition to the death 


penalty and challenging the state’s residents to consider 
the issue in light of the fundamental moral and religious 


questions involved. 


In the statement titled ‘‘A Call to Discipleship,’’ the 
bishops maintain that ‘‘capital punishment is not the best 
response we can make as a society to violent and even 
heinous crime.” 

“IN THE wake of violent murders, people are 
concerned about personal safety and societal justice,’’ the 
bishops said in a press release. Recent polls show an 
overwhelming majority of Californians favor the death 
penalty’s use. “There exists in California the very real 
possibility of an execution in the near future,’’ the release 
said. The State Legislature is considering legislation to 
extend death penalty provisions. 


In reaching their conclusion on capital punishment, the 
bishops evaluated current circumstances in light of 
traditional Church teaching. Catholic teaching has 
affirmed the state’s right to inflict the death penalty, 
subject to two strict conditions: 


© that it fulfill a legitimate purpose of punishment; and 
© that it be necessary for such fulfillment. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher said a criminal’s punishment 
should ‘‘benefit the common good.’’ Of the 166 people on 
death row today, few people other than their families 
know their names, he told Southern Cross Sept. 20. 
“Courts have taken so long’’ to carry out the death 
sentence, that it has ‘‘no effect on the community....It 
doesn’t affect the crime or help the common good,’’ he 
said. 


PRESENT LAWS governing punishment need to be 
reformed, Bishop Maher said. He believes ‘‘labor is the 
answer.’’ Criminals should be required to ‘‘contribute 
something to society.’’ For example, non-violent 
criminals could ‘‘work on the highways,”’ he said, adding 
that this would save tax dollars. ‘‘Work is a great means 
of healing. It benefits the individual who works and 
makes a contribution’’ to society, Bishop Maher said. 

Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez noted that as long 
as a person is alive there “‘is a possibility for conversion. fe 

Most people who receive capital punishment sentences 
are poor, Bishop Chavez explained. “We shouldn’t 
punish the poor more than they’ve already been 
punished,” he said. 


SOCIETY SHOULD try to discover what causes 
people to become criminals rather than do away with the 
criminal, Bishop Chavez said. Many other places in the 
world do not use capital punishment and yet these areas 
have a lower crime rate than the United States, he said,

citing Mexico and Europe as examples. 


‘‘Capital punishment is a quick easy solution to a 
problem’’ but it is not the best solution and it is not a 
Christian solution, Bishop Chavez said. ‘‘God doesn’t 
favor the destruction of life....The Christian way says 
love your enemies.’’ he said. 


In taking their stance, California’s 26 bishops join 
other church leaders, including Pope Paul VI and Pope 
John Paul II, who have questioned the moral justification 
for capital punishment in today’s society. 


THE 1980 ‘‘United States Bishops’ Statement on 
Capital Punishment’ called for abolition of the death 
penalty. Ten other U.S. regional conferences of bishops 
have likewise spoken out against it.

California bishops 
issue statement 


The following is the text of a statcment issued Sept. 19 by 
California’s 26 Catholic bishops. 


At this writing, 167 persons await execution on San 
Quentin’s death row. Three of them have had their 
convictions and sentences affirmed by the California 
Supreme Court while, for one of them, nearly all channels 
of appeal have been exhausted. The gas chamber could be 
reactivated before the end of 1986. 


The proximity of the first execution in our state after a 
moratorium of 18 years raises anew the profound moral 
and religious questions involved in the issue of capital 
punishment. 


TO ENGAGE in the debate over the rightness or 
wrongness, the necessity and the advisability of the death 
penalty is to touch on values of the highest importance: 
the sanctity of human life, the preservation of order in 
society, the achievement of justice through law, the 
protection of human life, and the formulation of public 
policy based on the highest moral and ethical standards. 


Serious problems of crime and violence 


Recent polls reveal an overwhelming majority of 
This 
support, along with the twofold demand to get on with the 
implementation of existing death penalty laws and to 
expand the numbers of those who receive the sentence of 
death, has arisen in a time of intense public concern over 
crime and violence. Serial murders and those of a cruel, 
atrocious and heinous character have spread fear and 
alarm. The people of California have become increasingly 
intent on having justice meted out to those who victimize 
and violate their neighbors by criminal activity. And they

are determined that the state must do its utmost to protect 
the lives and sense of security both of those members of 
society who may become the victims of crime and of those 
in the police and law enforcement system who run greater 
risks. 


We share these concerns and the determination of the 
people of California. Yet serious research and prayerful 
reflection lead us to the conclusion that capital 
punishment is not the best response we can make as a 
society to violent or even heinous crime. Moreover, we 
are concerned that the morality of capital punishment 
may be too readily taken for granted and its destructive 
consequences too easily overlooked.

Pope urges relief for Mexico

Pope John Paul II has urged relief agencies to send aid 
to earthquake-stricken Mexico. 


‘I am especially close in thought, heart and prayer to 
the people of Mexico, intensely participating in the 
appalling pain of the catastrophic earthquake,”’ the pope 
said during a Sept. 22 meeting with 15,000 youths in 
Genoa, Italy. 


TWO EARTHQUAKES, which struck Sept. 19 and 
20, brought death and destruction to the Mexican capital, 
Mexico City, and surrounding areas. The death toll, not 
yet final, is estimated in the thousands. 


The pope made his appeal ‘“‘to every human heart,’”’ 
and asked ‘‘public and private organizations’’ to give 
from ‘‘the spirit of fraternal charity, generosity and the 
desire to aid those who suffer.”’ 

In Mexico City, where the death and damage was 
heaviest, health authorities were pressuring the 
government to begin burying dead. Many citizens were 
reported to fear that their deceased relatives and friends 


. would be interred or cremated without a proper Catholic 


ceremony. 


WHILE MEXICO began recovering from the tremors 
which destroyed large sections of Mexico City, relief 
efforts were underway in the United States from a variety 
of sources. 


In San Diego, SHARE began accepting non-perishable 
food and blankets Sept. 20 to send to Mexico City quake 
victims. SHARE officials also worked to obtain an 
airplane or trucks to take donated items to the 
earthquake-torn city, said Peter Meisen, a ‘SHARE 
spokesperson. 


Meisen said one million pounds of ‘‘Food for Peace”’ 
commodities in storage at the group’s warehouse was 
ready to be sent to Mexico City. Food for Peace is a iGES): 
government program which provides food to citizens of 
foreign countries. 


OVER THE Sept. 21-22 weekend, area residents 
donated about two semi-trucks full of food and blankets, 
Meisen said. SHARE will continue to accept items for 
Mexican earthquake relief, he added.

VICAR GENERAL DIES — Father 
Benjamin G. Hawkes, 66, vicar general and 
director of finance for the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese, died Sept. 22 after suffering a 
massive storke two days earlier. A Mass of 
Christian burial was to be offered by 
Archbishop Roger Mahony Sept. 26 at St. 
Basil Church in Los Angeles. Father Hawkes, 
who had been appointed vicar general in 1970, 
had been pastor of St. Basil’s since 1969. 


RENEW EFFORTS — The family of 
kidnapped Servite Father Lawrence Martin 
Jenco called for renewed efforts to free six 
Americans held hostage in Lebanon after the 
release of one of the men. The Rev. Benjamin 
Weir, a Presbyterian minister who had been 
held by Shiite Moslem extremists since May 8, 
1984, was released Sept. 14. At a Sept. 19 
press conference he warned that the remaining 
six hostages could be executed if the demand 
made by their captors that Kuwait free 17 
prisoners was not met.

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«| « Deadline nears for Chapter 1 
services to diocesan students

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego Unified School 
District’s (SDUSD) Superintendent, Thomas Payzant, 
Sept. 20 proposed a plan to provide Chapter 1 services to 
diocesan students within the district’s jurisdiction. The 
proposals were made at a meeting attended by district 
officials, diocesan Schools’ Superintendent Father Dennis 
Clark and two school principals at the diocesan 
superintendent’s office. 


The proposals were presented a week before the state’s 
Sept. 27 deadline in which school districts had to file a 
plan to provide Chapter 1 services to parochial school 
students. If the district had failed to draw up a plan 
acceptable to private schools or if the plan were to be 
rejected by the Board of Education for SDUSD, the 
district would lose all its Chapter 1 funding from the state 
of California. 


UNDER THE proposed plan, Chapter 1 personnel 
formerly assigned to diocesan schools would be reassigned 
to provide ‘‘diagnostic services’’ at the parochial school 
site for 60 days, said Brian Bennett, principal of Blessed 
Sacrament School, who attended the meeting. 


During this 60-day period, the district would research 
the possibility of leasing space from diocesan schools, 
Bennett explained. If the district finds it cannot legally 
lease space within the schools, then the district would 
provide buses to offer curb-side services to Chapter 1 
students in parochial schools, he said, adding that 
SDUSD has increased the number of buses it would 
purchase from three to eight. SDUSD personnel assigned 
to Catholic schools last year would staff the buses, he said. 


The cost of providing the buses would come from the 
school district’s entire Chapter 1 allocation rather than 
just the private schools’ allocation, in accordance with 
instructions received from the California State 
Department of Education. Previously, SDUSD had said 
the cost would be paid from the private schools’ allotment 
despite diocesan school administrators’ protests that this 
was not in keeping with the U.S. Department of 
Education’s instructions. 


THE DISTRICT has also agreed that other federally 
funded programs now in place at Catholic schools, not 
mentioned in the Supreme Court’s Chapter 1 decision, 
would not be affected, Bennett said. 


The district was to submit its proposed plan to its board 
of education at a Sept. 24 meeting. If the plan is 
approved, it would be implemented right away, Bennett 
said. (Southern Cross went to print before results of the 
meeting were available.) 


However, Bennett said Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State had stated that they 
would be at the board of education meeting to voice their 
opposition to any plan which would permit personnel paid 
by SDUSD to work on a Catholic school site. 


WHILE THE diocesan Schools Office is pleased with 
the turnabout SDUSD has made concerning Chapter 1 
services for diocesan school students, a review of items 
such as scheduling of buses will have to be made to see if

Nevertheless, since we 
lack any prior experience with converted buses as 
instructional facilities and have thus far had no 
opportunity to work with the district in the development 
of a specific educational plan, we must necessarily 
withhold judgment as to the adequacy and hence the 
equitability of delivering Chapter 1 services via these 
mobile units.’’

Choosing life 


To talk openly about ending capital punishment is a risky 
business. The majority opinion in California says just the 
opposite, and says it rather loudly. Why would our bishops be 
bold enough to go against the tide and make a statement which is 
likely to be unpopular? 


Because it is their calling to lead, and not follow, the people. 
The recent statement by the bishops is, in this sense, prophetic. 
As prophets, they are speaking out and reminding us of some 
things we should not forget. 


I think that the issue of capital punishment is even more 
provocative than the issue of abortion. It asks the tough question: 
What makes a human life valuable? : 


The Church has stated, over and over, that the value of a life 
has nothing to do with age, wisdom, health or usefulness. The 
Church also says that the value of a life does not depend on 
whether that life is ‘wanted’ or ‘‘unwanted’’ by others. So, too, 
the value of a person’s life does not derive from their moral 
character. 


We may agree with all of these statements. We may fully 
believe that life is valuable because it is from God. But our 
emotions become so involved with the issue of using the death 
penalty that it is difficult for many of us to be consistent, to say 
that even the life of a convicted murderer is of value. 


Why is life so precious sometimes and so cheap at another 
time? Why do we go to extraordinary lengths to preserve one life, 
and then applaud when another life is ended in the electric chair? 
Why do we agonize over the death of a California condor at the 
same time that we execute thousands of unborn babies every 
day? Surely, there are some inconsistencies here. 


The Bishops’ letter asks us to go through the painful process of 
becoming consistent. Why kill someone to prove that killing is 
wrong? 


Pope John Paul II gave the first public opposition to capital 
punishment ever voiced by a reigning pontiff. He asked the 
world’s governments to pardon prisoners on death rows because 
he did not find justification for the death penalty. He spoke out 
for the Lord of Life, rather than the false god of vengeance and 
death. We all know that, for the Pope, this was not just a cheap 
and easy gesture. It was an action which cost him a great deal. 


To be consistent is always costly. Sooner or later, we want to 
make an exception to the rule. But further on down the road, we 
end up with so many exceptions that there really is no rule 
anymore. More importantly, the value which was protected by 
the rule is lost. 


It may be costly for you to re-evaluate your thoughts about the 
death penalty. You may need to put your emotions aside and try 
to form your conscience in light of the bishops’ letter. This 
what we have been asked to do, and like most things of 
importance in life, it isn’t that easy. But jus: because it isn’t easy 
doesn’t mean that it isn’t important and necessary.

Here 1s the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in English at his 
weekly general audience Sept. 18. 


Dear brother and sisters, 


We reflect today upon the fact that God, who is an infinitely 
perfect spirit, is also all-powerful, all-knowing and present 
everywhere. In the words of the Creed, ‘‘I believe in God, the 
Father almighty, creator of heaven and Earth,’’ we affirm that 
God, who is all-powerful and all-knowing, is the creator and lord 
of history. By creating everything from nothing, God reveals 
himself as infinitely good and as wishing to share this goodness. 


In the act of creation God is absolutely free. He creates 
because he willed to do so, and thus he enables the whole ¢reated 
world in all its variety to share in the one, infinite and eternal 
good which is identical with his being. In no way is God 


_ indifferent to creation, even though he remains fundamentally 


independent of it. Rather he guides the whole of creation as 
eternal wisdom, love and almighty providence. 


When considering that God is present everywhere, we can say 
that he is first of all present to himself in his divinity which is one 


. and three. Also he is present through his knowledge, which sees 


and penetrates all things. Finally, God is present in the history of 
salvation in a special and personal way, namely, through his 
grace, the fullness of which we have received in Jesus Christ. 


With these 
words of the psalmist we profess our faith in the all-powerful and 
all-knowing God who is our creator and father. ‘In him we live 
and move and have our being.”’

candidates and their biographies sent to us. Our task was 
to select the winner and it was tough. Here are thumbnail 
sketches of five of the finalists. 


Catherine ‘‘Sugar’’ Roer of Jefferson City, Mo. has 
been ministering to inmates of Missouri’s prison for 
women for 50 years. A 79-year-old laywoman, she is 
credited with establishing a volunteer network to minister 
to the physical, emotional and spiritual needs of 
incarcerated women. She has touched the hearts of 
thousands of forgotten women, bringing hope of God to 
desperate souls. 


Msgr. Daniel Cantwell of Chicago has been a prophetic 
witness in fostering racial and social justice and harmony. 
He helped found Friendship House in Chicago, a place 
where young people of different races could live together 
in a dramatic protest against segregation. 


FOUR YEARS AGO, upon retiring from parish work, 
he founded the Vineyard, a Home for the Mentally 
Handicapped among grape farmers in West Virginia. 
Early in 1984 he suffered a minor stroke and returned to 
Chicago which he regards as an outpost for The 
Vineyard. 

Sr. Mary Luca Junk, C.P.P.S., 79, is considered an 
“angel of mercy’? in her diocese of Phoenix. Her work 
with the poor, transients, forgotten elderly, delinquent, 
and everyone in need led a child to ask her one day, ““Are

you God’s lady?”’ 


Sr. Marie Ann Brent, S.H.F. travels the remote 
villages, logging camps, and canneries of Alaskan Diocese 
of Juneau and Anchorage, spending days with people 
hungry for the word of God. Her ecumenical ministry 
requires her to live alone for periods of time, to risk flying 
in all types of weather in a small float plane, and to 
minister to people with little exposure to religion and 
troubled personal lives. 


FATHER PATRICK BERTHER, OFM, Cap., 82, 
went to Montana in 1935 on a ‘‘temporary’’ assignment. 
A missionary whose work involves travel of great 
distances in harsh ‘and extreme weather, difficult roads 
where they exist, and a selfless sharing of himself, Father 
Berther has consistently lived a spirit of sacrifice and 
commitment on behalf of the Gospel in his Diocese of 
Great Falls-Billings. 


Over the years his monthly schedule included regular 
visits to 26 mission stations in a 5,000 square mile area. 
He had little need of a rectory. His was a mobile pastorate 
in the tradition of the circuit riders of the old West. Now a 
pastor, his outreach has been curtailed but he remains at 
the beck and call of all who need him.

- Who’s listening up there? 


Every so often I come across an expression of thanks for 
favors received in prayer and am diverted by the diversity 
of petitionees — to coin a word — one person may feel it 
necessary to call upon. If our prayers are directed to a 
crowd of saints as well as various images of Christ, what 
exactly are we saying to God? 


Are we praying on the principle that the more shoulders 
to the wheel the better? Are we suggesting that one or the 
other of the images to which we direct our appeal may not 
be able to accomplish our object alone? Is our anxiety so 
great that we are in effect crying “‘Help me someone, 
anyone!”’ Is it indicative of a great faith or of a lack of it? 


PERHAPS I wonder about this because I have 
difficulty praying to any other than God, my faithful 
friend and lover. Any other form of prayer seems to my 
limited faith to be tangential and rather irrelevant. It was 
not always so, of course. In my youth I kept a list of saints 
selected for their individual expertise. If I remember 
correctly, there was Robert Ballarmine for my studies in 
the sciences; St. John — whose Gospel I admired — for 
literature; St. Jude for Latin — for reasons I prefer not to 
pursue; St. Cecelia for music and voice; other obscure 
saints for the arts and St. Therese of the Child Jesus for 
personal relationships. 1 recall also praying to some 
historical figure noted for his mathematical prowess — he 
was not a saint, but he was, after all, dead and who 
knows? 


From the Archives

The cause of Venerable Junipero 


Joseph A. Hinojos was in the Army, a sergeant 
stationed at Fort Ord, attached to the public relations 
office as a photographer for the camp newspaper, 
Panarama. He was one of the priviliged observers to be 
present at the 1943 exhumation of Venerable Junipero 
Serra’s body. 


The following is his personal account of the memorable 
historical event: ‘‘It was about 9:30 in the morning of 
Sept. 1, 1943, that I arrived at the mission in Carmel, 
Calif. Although I had been told that the service I would 
perform was of a confidential nature, I felt apprehensive 
of what would transpire in the next few days. Little did I 
dream that it would be such a dramatic and traumatic 
experience. I was in the Army at the time. I had recently 
met Father Michael O’Connel, pastor of the mission, and 
all he knew about me was that I was a photographer at 
Fort Ord. 


AS I STOOD before the huge door waiting to be 
admitted into the mission, I had to smile, recalling the 


Even then I would glance at God in silent apology. I did 
not like Him to feel left out. It was not for many years and 
until I faced a personal crisis that seemed likely to destroy 
me that my list of petitionees failed me and I was forced to 
my knees in silence before God. Silent because what can 
one say to the One who knows all there is to know and 
whose loving concern has already assured the best 
solution? : 

I know very well the anxiety that drives us to call in 
every likely resource in time of need. I know the feeling of 
distance from God that makes it seem as though various 
saintly humans are much more likely to receive and act on 
our petitions. It is rather like appealing to the county 
board of supervisors for resolution of a local problem 
rather than the state governor, or seeking redress for some 
injustice through a national lobby rather than 
approaching the president himself! 


THE DIFFERENCE, of course, is that we always 
have direct access to God Himself and His ear is always 
attuned to us — as is His Heart, so to speak. And it is in 
Him that all the power to solve our problems rests. We 
need only turn to Him, dump everything in His Hands 
and relax. 


That is not easy for us, though. For one thing, we are 
impatient. I’ve put it in your hands, we will chide Him, 
you know how urgent it is. Why aren’t you changing it 
all? There’s no lack of faith in that, although perhaps of 


phone conversation between Colonel Wesley Gritton, my 
P.R. officer, and Father O’Connel: ‘‘Father O’Connell 
speaking. I say now, Colonel, do you have a ‘Joseph’ out 
there?’’ ‘‘We have 10,000 of them, Father. Which one do 
you want?’’ In a rather shy manner, the colonel later 
approached me and asked if I would help the Fathers out 
at the mission. He added that he thought it would be a 
nice gesture. I concurred and here I was. 


Father O’Connell greated me with the words: ““Your 
colonel was most gracious in granting our wish that you 
do this work for us.’’ As I stepped inside, the door was 
securely locked from the inside. I was later to understand 
the surreptitious nature of this assignment. 


At the foot of the altar were three open graves. A slight 
musty odor exuded from them. The middle one was the 
final resting place of Venerable Father Junfpero Serra, 
the founder of the California Missions. The other two 
were those of Father Juan Crespi and Father Julian 
Lopez. 


understanding. Some things do not change easily because 
the initiative lies with us and we do not realize it. 
Sometimes it may lie with someone else who actively 
resists divine pressure to change what needs to be 
changed. 


Petitional prayer is a very human response to the 
human condition. Even Jesus, who was closer to the 
Father than anyone, felt the need for petitional prayer 
from time to time — specifically in Gethsemane. His 
prayer, of course, was not for the petty problems and 
inconveniences that life always brings, but directed 
towards His effectiveness in His mission. It was always 
directed, too, toward the One Person to whom He was 
responsible for His life’s work. It is the way He called us 
to pray, the way He outlined in the Our Father. Despite 
the terrible difficulties He was called to face and His 
reluctance to face them, His self-relinquishment to God’s 
will was total. 


WE DO not, I think, come to that self-relinquishment, 
that total faith in God’s love and care for us, as well as His 
infinite wisdom, except through terrible self-doubt. Is it 
possible that up to that point it is God we doubt? Hence 
the fragmentation of our faith into so many other 
channels? It is all a very human process, and is why we 
need to take time to reflect on how we pray and why. Are 
we approaching God or escaping from His tender 
beckoning challenge? 


Serra — Part Ill 


I WAS a bit stunned. I now understood the reason for 
secrecy. This was‘an exhumation party and I was a part of 
it. Had it been publicized in advance, the curious public 
would have been swarming all over the place. The media 
could have embellished and made a big show of the 
occasion. ‘‘This had to be avoided,’’ stated Father 
Maynard J. Geiger and his associate, Father Eric 
O’Brien, whom I met. 


Also. present were Dr. Theodore McCown, an 
anthropologist from the University of California; Mark 
R. Harrington, curator of the Los Angeles Southwest 
Museum; Major Richard Berg, chief of surgical services 
at Fort Ord with whom I had previously worked; Dr. 
C.D. Nagelmann, M.D.; and Harry Downie, a dedicated 
curator who intended to do only. a few days work, but 
remained 33 years to restore Father Serra’s final resting 
place to its primitive beauty. ; 


There was an aura of expectation. Everyone was 
speaking in hushed tones. I can only speak for myself, but 
in the semi-dark humid atmosphere, I could feel the quiet 
excitement among the group. What would be found? 
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Church teaching on the death penalty 


THE CATHOLIC Church has traditionally affirmed 
the right of the state to inflict the death penalty, subject to 
two strict conditions: (1) that it fulfill one or more of the 
legitimate purposes of punishment (reform of the 
criminal, deterrence, and the restoration of the order of 
Justice which has been violated by the action of the 
criminal); and (2) that it be necessary for the fulfillment of 
one or more of those purposes. 


For some years now, Catholic leaders, including, Pope 
Paul VI and Pope John Paul II have questioned whether 
capital punishment can any longer be justified. As 
recently as November 28, 1983, John Paul II made a plea 
to the governor of Florida for a stay of execution ‘‘for 
humanitarian reasons.’’ Several individual bishops of the 
United States and at least ten state conferences of bishops 
have issued statements opposing capital punishment.

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Bishops’ statement 


Capital Punishment presents persuasive argumentation 
that neither the legitimate purposes of punishment nor 
necessity justify the imposition of the death penalty in the 
conditions of contemporary American society. 
Furthermore, the statement expressed the conviction of 
the bishops that there are serious considerations which 
should prompt Christians and all Americans to support 
the abolition of capital punishment. 


SOME OF these reasons have to do with problems 
inherent in the practice of capital punishment, such as the 
‘denial of any possibility of reform or of making 
compensation; the possibility of mistake by the execution 
of an innocent person; the long and unavoidable delays 
which diminish the effectiveness of capital punishment as 
a deterrent and can produce aimlessness, fear and despair;

the extreme anguish which an execution brings, not only 
for the criminal, but for his family and those who perform 
or witness the execution; the unhealthy publicity and 
considerable acrimony in public discussion attracted by 
executions; and, finally, the not-unfounded belief that 
many convicted criminals are sentenced to death in an 
unfair and discriminatory manner: e.g., more than fifty 
percent of those on death row are minorities, virtually all 
of them are poor. 


Other reasons proposed by the 1980 Statement have to 
do with important values that would be promoted by the 
abolition of capital punishment: (1) It would send a 
message that the cycle of violence can be broken, that we. 
need not take life for life, that we can envisage more 
humane and more hopeful and effective responses to the 
growth of violent crime. (2) It would be a manifestation of 
our belief in the unique worth and dignity of each person 
from the moment of conception, a creature made in the 
image and likeness of God. (3) Abolition would give 
further testimony to our conviction that God is indeed the 
Lord of Life, a belief we share with the Judaic and Islamic 
traditions. (4) It would be more consonant with the 
example of Jesus, who both taught and practiced the 


forgiveness of injustice and who came ‘‘to give his life as a 
ransom for many.’’ (Mark 10:45) 


Context for fruitful dialog 


Not all Christians may come to this conclusion when 
they apply general principles and Gospel values to the 
concrete historical situation. Nonetheless, our intention 


in this statement is to affirm our opposition to the use of 


the death penalty and challenge the people of California, 
particularly our own Catholic faithful, to examine the 
issue of capital punishment in the light of the fundamental 
moral and religious questions that it involves. We dare to 
take this position and raise this challenge because of our 
commitment to a consistent ethic of life by which we wish 
to give unambiguous witness to the sacredness of every 
human life from conception through natural death, and to 
proclaim the good news that no person is beyond the 
redemptive mercy of God. 


Pope may visit the United States in 1987 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope John Paul II might 
visit the United States in the fall of 1987, the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops announced Sept. 17. 


The NCCB said the dates and sites of such a visit have 
not been determined, but the trip would last a little more 


than a week and would include several cities in the West 
and South. 


“I AM DEEPLY grateful that the Holy Father has 
expressed a desire to return to our country,”’ said Bishop 
James W. Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, NCCB 
president. ‘‘We look forward. to receiving him again with 
joy and affection.’’

In September 1984, Father Bernard Yarrish, a 
spokesman for the Vatican Embassy, said that bishops 
from Florida, Texas and the West Coast had invited the 
pope to visit. 

The invitation to visit the West Coast goes back at least 
to 1981, when Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco and Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles invited the pope to California. 


SAN FRANCISCO archdiocesan officials Sept. 17- 


denied press reports that the city was definitely on the 
itinerary. 


During: a visit to Rome in 1983, Bishop Thaddeus 
Shubsda of Monterey invited the pope to visit his diocese, 
hoping he would beatify Father Junipero Serra, said 
Msgr. Tod Brown, vicar general and chancellor of the 
Monterey Diocese. Father Serra, an 18th-century 
missionary who founded nine missions in California, was 
declared ‘‘venerable’’ in May. 


““Venerable’’ is the title allowed one whose cause for 
beatification has ~ been accepted by the Vatican 
Congregation for Saints’ Causes. Beatification is a final 
step to being declared a saint.

SHARE expects to deliver the first shipment of food to 
the Mexican capital within a week, Meisen said, adding 
that clearance from the the Mexican government must be 
obtained before anything can be shipped. SHARE 
officials have contacted Mexico City’s bishop who will 
take care of distribution there. 


Because Mexico City’s need for food will not end in a 
few weeks, SHARE officials plan to expand the Food for 
Peace program to that city, Meisen said. Five Mexican 
cities are now a part of the U.S. government program 
which distributes food monthly to the needy. SHARE 
coordinates the program. 


FATHER JOSEPH Carroll, director of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center, said people awaited the opening 
of the center’s thrift store Sept. 20 to donate clothing for 
the people of Mexico. Within two hours, the center had 
collected two truckloads of clothing. 


Nearly thirty store employees and volunteers were on 
hand at the thrift store to accept donations throughout the 
Sept. 21-22 weekend, Father Carroll said, adding that the 
number of donations was ‘‘incredible.’’ By Sept. 23, 
eight 28-foot-long trucks had been filled, Father Carroll 
said. The clothing was taken to St. Rita School where 
students sorted it. 


A number of diocesan parishes announced the food and 
clothing drives at Sunday Masses, the director said. 
‘‘Some took up special collections,’ he said, citing St. 
Kieran parish, which collected 17 van loads of clothing, as 
an example. 


FATHER CARROLL estimated that it would take 
close to three weeks before the donated clothing would be 
delivered to the Mexican capital. The items will probably 
be shipped by truck, he said, adding that it would cost 
more than $70,000 to transport the items. He said more 
than $8,000 had already been donated to the center’s 
Mexican relief fund. 


The St. Vincent de Paul Center has also agreed to 
provide the funds and crew needed to repair a water 
purifying plant in Mexico City, the director said. The job 
is expected to cost about $30,000. 

Money donations are being collected by the local 
Catholic Relief Services, Father Carroll said. (Donations 
may be sent to CRS, 1550 Market Street, San Diego. 
Please write ‘‘Mexico’’ on the check.) 


IN LOS Angeles, Archbishop Roger Mahony: sent 
$100,000 in relief aid to Cardinal Ernesto Corripio 
Ahumada of Mexico City Sept. 20. 

Archbishop Mahony had also asked pastors to take up a 
special collection at Sept. 22 Masses in the archdioceses’ 
282 parishes to assist earthquake victims.

Pope calls pre-Synod meeting 
of the world’s 152 cardinals 


By John Thavis 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul IT has 
called a meeting of the world’s cardinals at the Vatican 
Noy. 21-23, only the third such session in modern church 
history, the Vatican announced Sept. 19. 

A Vatican spokesman would not say what issues the 
cardinals would discuss, but past meetings have focused 
on curial reform and Vatican finances. Pope John Paul 


initiated the plenary assemblies to obtain the advice of the: 


cardinals on important church topics. 


MOST OF the church’s 152 cardinals are expected to 


attend the meeting, which will take place just before the 
start of the Nov. 25-Dec. 8 extraordinary Synod of 
Bishops called by the pope to discuss the results of the 
Second Vatican Council. 


The news of the plenary session was reported in the 
French newspaper Le Figaro the day before the Vatican 
announcement. The newspaper said the meeting would 
focus on the long-awaited reform of the Roman Curia, 
the church’s administrative organization. 


A report in the newspaper, independently confirmed by 
National Catholic News Service, said a _ detailed 
questionnaire on proposed changes in the structure of the 
Curia has been sent to the world’s bishops. The 
newspaper said the questionnaires were to be returned in 
October. 


IN 1983 the pope appointed a special commission to 
draw up the changes. The commission’s chairman, 
Cardinal Aurelio Sabattani, would not comment on the 
commission’s work Sept. 19 and would not say whether

the reforms would be presented to the College of 
Cardinals. 


In the past, the cardinals have issued a statement at the 
end of the meeting, reviewing the topics discussed and 
conclusions reached. The pope has usually set the general 
agenda in talks at the beginning of the meetings. 


The first plenary assembly of cardinals in 1979 
primarily discussed the finances of the Holy See, as well 
as Curia reform and the relationship of the church to 
culture. 


IN 1982, the pope told the second plenary assembly 
that he wanted the cardinals to focus on reform of the 
Curia, a process that began in 1967 with Pope Paul VI’s 
apostolic constitution Regimini Ecclesiae Universae. 


Without spelling out possible changes, the pope said 
then that the Curia structures needed a ‘‘more pastoral’’ 
direction. The Le Figaro article said the changes proposed 
by the commission involved the addition of two 
congregations to deal with foreign affairs and the laity. 
The article reported no other substantial changes among 
the proposals.

A National Catholic News Service caption incorrectly 
indentified a photo printed in the Sept. 19 issue of 
Southern Cross as St. Edward the Martyr, who ruled 
England from 975 to 978. It was actually an image of St. 
Edward the Confessor whose reign was from 1042 to 
1066. 
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With prophetic insight, John F. Davis 
wrote in 1913 that “‘the pathetic ruin at 
Carmel is a shattered monument above a 
grave that will become a world’s shrine of 
pilgrimage in honor of one of humanity’s 
heroes.”’ 


He went on to say of Fray Junipero 
Serra that ‘‘the memory of the brave 
heart that was here consumed with love 
for mankind will live through the ages. 
And, in a sense, the work of these 
missions is not dead — their very ruins 
still preach the lesson of service and of 
sacrifice.” 


THE DEDICATED missionary who 
is regarded by all peoples as the spiritual 
Father of Alta California was a man of 
outstanding personal qualities. The 
testimony of his contemporaries and 
subsequent commentators are unanimous 
in their praise of the Mallorcan friar. 


Serra’s apostolic philosophy was stated 


in a letter he wrote to his superior, shortly 
after arriving at San Diego. ‘“‘It will be

necessary in the beginning to suffer many 
real privations. However, to a lover all 
things are sweet.’’ Serra expected no 


Utopia. He presupposed hardships and 
even embraced them. He took setbacks 
and disappointments in stride. 


The friar was made of tough spiritual 
fibre. For years he was accustomed to 
four or five hours of sleep only. He spent 
long hours in prayer. In the matter of 
food, he was most abstemious and seemed 
to care little about its quality. He had 
prepared himself well for the rigorous 
apostolate of a cheerless frontier. 


A MEASURE of the esteem generally 
held for Fray Junfpero Serra by his 
contemporaries is evident from a confrere 
who wrote to a friend on Aug. 26, 1773: 
““Because of the austerity of his life, his 
humility, charity and other virtues, he is 
worthy to be counted among the imitators 
of the apostles.”’ 


Like all truly spiritual people, Serra 
spoke rarely and with great reservations 
about his own interior life. The friar did 
pull aside the curtain long enough to 
observe that ‘‘the only quality that I can 
feel pretty sure I have, by the kindness 


and grace of God, is my good intentions. 
As to anything else, what means have I of 
knowing whether I am right or wrong? 
May God direct us in the way of truth! 


Isidore Dockweiler said that ‘‘this man 
whose memory is indissolubly one with 
the epic of California, was great in 
humility. He triumphed by his courage, 
when everything would have appeared 
bound to discourage him and beat him 
down. He is one who is worthy of first 


place among the immortal heroes who - 


created our nation. So his memory will 
never die, and his name will be blessed 
from generation to generation.”’ 


OVER HALF a century ago, Hiram 
Johnson, California’s outstanding senator 
and governor, made bold to say: 


To the memory of Junipero Serra, 
California owes an everlasting tribute. He 
brought civilization to our land, and in 
deed and character, he deserves a foremost 
place in the history of our state. 


And surely that he has attained!

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For most of us the exercise of our religious beliefs merely entails a 
once weekly attendance at Mass, perhaps some daily prayers, and 
putting an offering into the collection. 


For others it means literally putting your life on the line daily, 
weekly, at all times. And often — far too often — the price is called. 


Father Ethienne Wasnak, a French missionary, was killed in Angola 
recently, cut down by guerilla fire. By a strange twist of fate, Father 
John Kingston, an Irish missionary travelling with him was 
captured and released. The boy with them has disappeared. 


On almost the same day an Italian missionary, Father Giuseppe 
Moretto, was killed in another part of Angola. He was on his way to 
rescue some sisters being attacked. He and Father Rodolfo were 
caught in guerilla machine gun fire in their Land Rover. 
Recognizing the seriousness of their situation the dying Father 
Giuseppe and the seriously wounded Father Rodolfo, both 
Capuchins, offered a moment of prayer and then gave each other 
absolution. Father Giuseppe died at the wheel. Father Rodolfo was 
abandoned for dead by the guerillas and was later picked up by 
passing motorists who took him back to the mission. 


The death toll mounts in Angola, as elsewhere, as martyrs for 
their faith risk their lives. 


They challenge us to emulate them to some degree, surely, if only 
to sacrifice some dollars.

The song speaks about attitudes toward 
disappointment and hard times. Grant encourages 
us to move beyond anger and to trust that love will 
find a way to improve our situation. She stresses 
that God’s presence will be a strength for us: ‘‘Is 
there any circumstance that he can’t see you 
through?”’ 


The song suggests that anger can be a block to 
growth. Yet there are times when we cannot help 
feeling angry. Anger is not wrong in itself but is a 
natural response to disappointing or painful 
circumstances. What is important is how we handle 
our anger. 


It does little good to repress or ignore anger. Over 
time, storing up anger only hurts us more, making 
us more likely to unload it on someone who did not 
cause it. 


When life goes wrong or seems unfair, some 
people become angry with God. While God can 
accept this anger with Him, it can be a way in which 
the person creates a barrier. Consequently one can 
remain‘aloof from God when His strength is most 
needed. 


Perhaps the best approach to anger is to accept its 
presence and do what we can to change the situation 
causing the anger. Doing this may mean finding a 
way to share how we are feeling with the other 
person. Being assertive with feelings may be the 
only way to right a wrong brought against us. 


At other times, nothing can be done to bring 
about a change. Life is unfair sometimes. These are 
times when we especially need God. While being 
angry may be appropriate, don’t let this anger 
become a barrier to His strength. His presence can 
help us face what must be dealt with in our lives.

Catholics working in inner city

NEW YORK (NC) -- In the pilot 
movie for Hell Town, the new NBC-TV 
series in which Robert Blake plays Father 
Noah ‘‘Hardstep’’ Rivers, our hero 
breaks into the apartment of a mentally 
disturbed man whom he has good reason 
to think is sexually abusing his own 
daughter. He knocks the alleged 
perpetrator out and makes off with the 
little girl. 

Earlier, Father Hardstep, a tough ex- 
convict who is the pastor of an inner-city 
parish in Los Angeles, uses the same 
brand of Catholic action on a pusher. 


THEN, IN the first regular episode of 
Hell Town, Father ‘‘H”’ and an elderly 
black man with a double-entendre 
nickname break into the apartment of two 
pimps, beat them up and snatch from 
their clutches a neighborhood girl who 
has gone wrong. 


But in the second episode, which aired 
Sept. 18, the creative spirits behind the 
show toned things down a bit. The only 
rough thing Father ‘‘H’’ does on camera 
is tackle a fleeing teen-ager. 


But don’t think he’s gone soft. He 
threatens with physical assault a burly 
dog catcher who wants to take away a 
miracle-working goat with sufficient 
charm to bring a brutalized 5-year-old out 
of his trauma. And, just as in the pilot 
and the first episode, another sexual 
exploiter of the young bites the dust, only 
this time off camera. 


AS TOUGH as things are in Hell 
Town, however, Father Hardstep has the 
support of four or five nuns. And though 
they have peculiar names (Sister Indigo, 
Sister Angel Cakes) and favor bizarre 
getup (a full-fledged veil goes with tight 
jeans, shorts and what-have-you), he 
enjoys the kind of rapport with them that 
Bing Crosby had with Ingrid Bergman. 


The creative spirits behind the show 
spare no effort to depict priests and nuns 
in a favorable light, but their desire to be 
kind outruns their capacity to do so. The 
result is a condescension much like the 
unwitting racism of the old travelogues 
that showed us happy, contented natives 
with whom we would never change 
places.
